"First—Employers should not go 


into the open labor market until al; 
available striking employes have 
been taken care of, except in case a 
technical worker is needed for a po- 
sition for which there is no prop- 
erly qualified applicant. 


"Second—The 
eight-hour

day is guaranteed by the award. 
Work in addition to eight hours per 
day should be only.by the voluntary 
consent of the employed. 


"Third — Applicants for; work 


should r.ot be required to sigii a card 
or contract; they should either be 
put to work, at once or listed for the 
first available positions. 


"Fourth—Applicants who are put 


to work should receive their old jobs 
wherever possible and pay per hour 
not less than that received April 1, 
1919. 
"Fifth—Employes are free agents 


as to past, present and future union 
affiliations. 


"Sixth—The terms of the award 


apply equally to all employes whe- 
ther union or non-union, and regard- 
less of craft whether carpenter, 
moulder, machinist, etc. 


"Seventh—All forms of antagon 


ism between union and non-union 
workers, both inside and outside the 
plant, should cease immediately. 


"Eighth—All hostility, including 


evidences thereof, such as picketin 
and discrimination, between 
em- 


ployes and employers should be end- 
ed promptly. 


"Ninth—All applications for work 


should be made individually and no: 
by committee or representative. 


"Tenth—-Applicants should accept 


their April i'job and pay for the 
present, leaving for the employes' 
committees the presentation of all 
pending or future questions to the 
management in joint conference as 
provided in the by-laws."

Just 
what the form of that democracy, 
no man may dare to prophecy, but 
it is coming in some form.' 


"The danger is that -the church

They are becoming impatient with 
what they call the 'pious'platitudes' 
of the church. (Those are the words 
of Dr. Stelzle). He also says: 'The 
profound religious spirit which is s? 
evident in the labor mwovement bids 
• fair either to capture the church 01 
to become the Heart of a great re- 
ligious movement, which will rival 
the c hurch,' or, as one great leader 
said, 'The trend of the times points 
to the socialization of the church. 
It must be evolution within.or revo- 
lution without.' 
Or, as Kingsley 


puts it, 'We must protest against 
un-Christian socialises, and unso- 
cial Christions.'

Urges Students 
To Go 


Slowly in Enlisting for 


Summer 


Voicing €he belief that now that 


tho war crisis is over, military serv- 
ice overseas no longer has a legi- 
timate demand on university stu- 
dents who want to put their time 
to best advantage, President E. A. 
Eirge in a letter to- the Cardinal 
urges Wisconsin students to go slow- 
ly'in making plans to enlist for sum- 
mer service in France with the mar- 
ines. His letter follows: 
To the Cardinal: 


The university is in receipt of 


communications from the major gen- 
eral of the marine corps relative to 
a plan for enlisting honorably dis- 
charged S. A. T. C. men for three 
months of summer service in France, 
with the assurance of discharge from 
the % service - in the fall. 
We 
are 


asked to bring this matter to the at- 
tention of the student body. While 
I am entirely willing to comply with 
the request, I am also anxious to 
add a word by way of suggestion to 
students who may be inclined to 
rush into this matter without due 
consideration. 


These young men 
entered 
the 


army at the' call of their country 
and "in the direct line of their duty. 
They gave themselves freely to the 
country and they were as ready as 
were their ^Ider comrades to make 
all the sacrifices which patriotism 
and duty demanded. Fortunately for 
all of us the war closed and they 
were called on for sacrifices which 
were small indeed as compared with 
those of their older brothers. They 
gave only part of their college edu- 
cation—a few months out of the time 
which they had allotted to preparing 
themselves to serve their country in 
time of peace. Now these students 
have returned to their universities 
and are completing the tasks which 
the war interrupted. 
They ire ask- 


ed to give three months more of 
their 
time 
to 
military 
service 


abroad; and that, not in time of war, 
but of peace. I cannot feel that they 
ought to be urged to respond to this 
call. It is no longer a question of 
duty to the nation in a crisis. The 
S. A. T. C. students ought to .have 
the opportunity to remain in summer 
session and make up what they lost 
during the autumn quarter, or to 
engage in summer work along the 
line of the profession for which they 
the preparing themselves in college. 
Young men who take seriously the 
duty of their education and of their 
professional training ought to con- 
sider the matter very carefizlly be- 
fore deciding to spend the summer in 
military service in Prance rather 
than in improving the time ^and the 
opportunities which are available to 
them in this country. 


If any student feels that duty re- 


quires- him to undertake these ad- 
ditional months of military service, 
I would not stand in his way. If 
his ambitions and plans look toward 
permanent military service, it may 
be well for him to accept the invi- 
tation at once. In all other cases, 
however, students 
should consult 


with members of the faculty whom 
they know, and 
should especially 


consult with thair parent.;. 
It seems to me that the highest 


type of patriotism, which six months 
ago in a time of crisis demanded all 
able-bodied students 
should enter 


military service, no longer makes 
that demand. It now requires rath- 
er that these same students should 
improve every opportunity to pre- 
pare themselves effectually for the 
great tasks of reconstruction and 
the duties of citizenship under the 
conditions .of peace.

Aftor winning the Croix do'Guerre 


in real air fighting .with the boches, 
Captain "Paulie" Meyers, star var- 
sity afhlet<r and captain of the 1916 
football eleven, is now playing the 
flying- game' as a messenger for the 
•peace conference. 


"Paulie" has been acting as a spe- 


cial courier for the Paris peace meet, 
flying between the French and other 
European capitals. In a recent let- 
ter to Coach T. E. Jones he wrote. 
"I am coming back for another good 
old year of athletic; r.t Wisconsin." 
He is expected, to reenter the univer- 
sity in the fall. 


Captain Meyers joined the ambu- 


lance early in 1917, but once over- 
seas he enlisted in aviation and won 
his commission... He-was decorated 
with the Croix de Guerre for brav- 
ery in the'drive to Appermou'nt'on 
May 33, 1918. 
General Passega, 


commanding the 32nd Army corps, 
cited Meyers . i n - h i s order of the 
day: "Intrusted by the 
command 


with an urgent mission, he did not 
hesitate to cross the lines at a low- 
altitude of 300. mfeters, despite un- 
favorable atmospheric 
conditions, 


and to execute the .required reco- 
naissanca under violent'machine gun 
ar.d rifle fire."
